W ashington, March 22.—Two Impor 
tant m easures were paseed l»v the sen 
ate, the bill for the re|>eal of the war 
revenue war taxes and that for th« 
protection of the president of the Unit 
ed States. 
The former measure was 
passed without division, and after only 
one short speech. 
Mr. Tillman em 
braced the opportunity afforded by the 
bill’s consideration to protest against 
the repeal of the duty of 10 cents a 
pound upon tea. 
The bill for the protection of the 
president was under discussion dtiling 
the greater part of the session 
Mr 
Patterson of Colorado, made an ex 
tended speech in opposition to It, and 
Mr. 
Fairbanks 
supported 
it. 
All 
amendm ents to the measure were re­ 
jected and it was passed by a vote 
of 62 to 16. 
The bill provides that any person 
Within the United States who shall 
wilfully and maliciously kill the pres­ 
ident or any officer on whom the du 
ties of president may devolve, or any 
sovereign of a foreign country, or 
shall attem pt to kill any of the per 
sons named, shall suffer death; that 
any person who shall aid, abet, ad 
vise or counsel the killing of any of 
the persona named, or shall conspire 
to accomplish their death, shall be tm 
prisoned not exceeding 20 years; that 
any person who shall threaten to kill 
or advise or counsel another to kill 
the president, or any official on whom 
the duties of president may devolve 
shall be imprisoned not exceeding 10 
years; that any person who shall wll 
fully aid in the escape of any person 
guilty of any of the offenses mention 
ed shall be deemed an accomplice and 
shall be punished ms a principal. 
The 
secretary of war ts directed to detail 
the regular army a guard of of­ 
ficers and men to protect the pres! 
dent, “without any unnecessary dis­ 
play,*’ and the secretary Is authorised 
to make regulations as to the dress, 
arm s and equipment of such guard.

New York

New York, March 22.—Park avenue, 
this city, was again the scene of an 
accident which, while it entailed no 
loss of life, caused a property losa of 
considerable proportions. 
The brown 
stone fronts of severnl 4-story private 
houses on the east side of the avenue 
snnk because of the undermining of 
the foundations by excavations for the 
rapid transit tunnel. 
The first serious

and. ares way of 66 Park avenue sank 
to n considerable depth, leaving the 
front wall with no support and expos 
ing the cellar. The houses on either 
side of No. 65 were aleo rendered un 
safe.

tunnel 
along Park avenue, 
where the trouble occurred, ts bored 
through solid rock.

great damage would be done until the 
first cmvedn occurred.
